The public sal«* of the McLean 
o n - 
late brings to our mind the most . s i n g ­ 
ular coincidence we recall in our read­ 
ing of history. 
The first meeting of 
the Army of the Potomac and the 
Army of Northern Virginia took place 
at Blackburn's Ford, July IS, i-xe.i, and 
brought on the lir«t pitched battle of 
the war. 
At 
10 a. m. of that day 
Beauregard look up his headquarters 
at the McLean house, and there Mc­ 
Dowell attacked him with a heavy 
force of infantry and artillery. 
On 
the 0th of April. ls6.>, after 1,361 davs 
of almost constant lighting, the com­ 
manders of these two armies, Grant 
and Lee, met at the McLean house at 
Appomattox and drew up the terms of 
the surrender. 
When Beauregard evacuated Man­ 
assas, Maj McLean removed his fam­ 
ily to Fauquier. 
A.« the tide of the 
war rolled again around them, they 
removed the 
second time to Lunen­ 
burg, and there, 186,3. the major re­ 
turned one day and told them 
he 
would move them this time where the 
sound of battle "would never reach 
them more." 
They rented the brick 
house at Appomattox, which has lie- 
come historic, and toward which all 
the strategy of the war converged, and 
around which it so suddenly culmin­ 
ated. 
And so it happened, as Maj. 
McLean frequently said, that the war 
begun on him and ended on him — 
Manassas \ a .) Journal.
